He was operations officer 
for the thirty-second bombard- 
ment group and was in one of 
the B-17 “dead ducks”, the un- 
armed bomber planes which. flew 
into Hawaii as the Japanese 
were attacking Pearl Harbor | 
Decehiber 7, 1941. 





That flight was depicted in 
the motion picture, “Air Force”, 
starring John Garfield, and Sgt. 
Jaeggli was on the B-17 which 
landed safely, named in the film 
the “Maryanne”. 


The airships were “shot up” 
rather badly, but the sergeant 
was uninjured. Sent to the Far 
East on the U. S .S. Malama, 
he was captured by the Japan- 
ese in the Java Sea on January 
2, 1942, and confined in a pris- 
oner of war camp until released 
by American troops.
